His appointment caus­ 
ed a state wide protest from va­ 
rious sources including the Ameri­ 
can Legion, who charged him with 
having

tanti-legion 
state­ 
ments. 
The governor cut short thfc pro­ 
tests yesterday when after listen­ 
ing to one of the speakers of the 
delegation, W alton said Wilson had 
been 
legally 
appointed 
president 
of the college and warned them 
that if threats of violence were 
carried out he would go to Still­ 
er personally and “Tell you when 
to go to bed and when to get up.” 
Scores Stillwater Citizens 
• 
The Governor told members of 
the delegation that Wilson was the 
legally appointed head of the school 
and scored Stillwater citizens for 
“agitating against him.” 
“If the citizens 
of 
Stillwater 
think they own the A. & M. col­ 
lege, I will shoV them they are on­ 
ly a little fish in a big puddle,” 
the executive declared. 
The delegation arrived here by 
interurban. From the sides of the 
cars blazed banners 
with 
these 
words: 
“Citizens of Oklahoma, help take 
the schools out of politics.”

A WORTHY TRIBUTE. 


The A. and M. College of Oklahoma paid a well deserved 
compliment to Dr. A. P. Bourland of Rock Hill, South Caro­ 
lina, at the recent commencement by conferring on him the 
^honorary degree of LL. D. It was A fitting recognition of the 
work of a man who has done far more for the cause of edu­ 
cation in the South than he has been given credit for. 
Dr. Bourland was for many years professor of English 
and American literature in Peabody College, Nashville, Tenn. 
In this capacity he came in contact with thousands of young 
men and women who were to go out over the Southland bet­ 
ter prepared for the work df real educators than would have 
otherwise been possible. While stressing education for service 
in the broadest sense, he also expressed the value of Southern 
ideals on the students, bringing to mind the debt that the na­ 
tion owes to Southern culture and the high ideals that actua­ 
ted Hie people of the South and the necessity of keeping be­ 
fore them the facts of the case, instead of being misled by 
distorted writing of prejudiced individuals. 
Later he did splendid work as secretary of the Southern 
Education Board, secretary of Hie Southern Conference for 
Education, field agent for the Peabody board, always stres­ 
sing the need of .better schools and bringing to bear an in­ 
fluence that has accomplished much. 
Finally when there was danger of the Peabody fund 
being dissipated, he headed a campaign through the South 
which resulted in the permanent endowment of the present 
Peabody College as the great 
central 
training 
school for 
teachers of the South. 
These are only a few of his many activities, but they are 
sufficient to indicate the far reaching influence he has ex­ 
erted without attempting to put himself in the spotlight of 
publicity. 
Dr. Bourland has on twb occasions delivered lectures at 
the summer term of the East Central Teachers college here 
and his many friends will commend the action of the college 
authorities in honoring him.

off on being sent to prison. If a hoard can be created that 
will consider each ease on its merits, by all means let us have 
i t The fact is that no matter what a governor’s intentions may 
be, he has so many duties to perform that it is impossible to 
give the hundreds o fpardon applications due consideration, 
and in taking the word of some one else he is likely to be im­ 
posed on very frequently.

Estimating that the wheat honest 
will begin in southern Oklahoma 
about June I and be ended in the 
state by June 25, the state corpor­ 
ation commission has issued a set 
of instructions to shipper and car­ 
riers by which it is intended that 
a shortage of railway cars for ship­ 
ping the crop may be avoided. 
The instructions warn shippers 
or grain dealers against ordering 
cars in excess of capacity to load 
in the time allotted H>r loading pur­ 
poses. Irompt loading and unload, 
ing of shipments will be enforced, 
the instructions say, aud limned!, 
ate notification must be given, when 
cars are released. Loading of cars 
to maximum 
capacity, 
ordinarily 
ten percent beyond the marked ca­ 
pacity of the car, is also urged. 
The carriers will be expected to 
furnish cars as promptly as order­ 
ed and in numbers wanted, as near­ 
ly as possible. It was stated with­ 
out discrimination between , ship­ 
pers. Prompt 
moving 
of loaded 
cars, direct routing, and preferen­ 
tial handling of empty equipment, 
as well as employment of extra car 
repair forces are suggested. 
In the past few years shippers 
have beeq confronted with a ser­ 
ious car shortage and it is claim­ 
ed have been 
subject 
to 
heavy 
losses resulting therefrom, especi­ 
ally in what is known as the wheat 
belt the commission’s instructions 
said. It stated that crop estimates 
In. the state forecast a yield of ap­ 
proximately 43,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. 
“The experience of the commis­ 
sion in the past is that the early 
crops usually find markets in the 
north and that a heavy movement 
usually follows Immediately after 
completion of the harvest,” the or­ 
der stated. “Therefore, It should 
be the aim of all concerned to 
provide the southwest with suf­ 
ficient equipment to place its crops 
upon the market promptly. 
The car service division of the 
American Railway association has 
outlined rules and regulations in­ 
structing eastern carriers to re­ 
turn to the western carriers closed 
cars belonging to the carriers west 
of the Mississippi river, having In 
mind the demand for such cars that 
will be created by this season's 
crops.

He got a job In a shoe factory and 
had his heart get on owning the 
place some day. 
He took an Interest in baseball 
but from the students standpoint 
and not as a player. He soon broke 
into the game as an umpire around 
his home town. It was while he

incomparable Tim Hurst saw him 
in action and offered to get him 
a job in the New England league. 
Connolly was glad to get such a 
cnance.
